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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the finality of the office 
action dated 09/16/2008 is improper. Examiner respectfully disagree's. Examiner submits that although Applicant has amended to remove 
a limitation, the mere removal of this limitation only broadens the claimed invention. Therefore, the scope of Applicant's claim has not 
changed due to the Applicant amendments. Likewise, there is no change of scope based on the introduction of new claim 26 which merely 
recites the limitation removed in claims 1,11 and 20. Applicant argues that that Wellner fails to disclose or describe instant messages. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner notes as previously disclosed in the rejection of the last Office Action, Applicant's Instant 
Specification states an "instant message refers to a message that is transmitted from a source to a destination for presentation at the 
destination at the time it is received by the destination"(paragraph [0025]), therefore given the broadest reasonable interpretation, Wellner 
teaches the claimed "instant messages." Moreover, Applicant has not defined in the claim that such "instant messages" are representative 
of (IM) applications of the instant message format, The claim only requires the communication of one or more instant messages. In 
response to Applicant's argument that "Notably, Wellner does not describe or teach the user of these types of messages originating from 
the conference call controller and transmitted to a participant through a communication means external to the conference call 
communication session", Examiner submits that nowhere does the claim require instant messages transmitted to a participant through a 
communication means extermal to the conference call communication session. Examiner suggests Applicant amend the claim language to 
include what Applicant intends as the claimed invention. 
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
